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Reagan would like to meet Brezhnev 

WASHINGTON (R) —President Reagan said Monday he would 
like to meet Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev in New York at a 
United Nations conference on disarmament this summer. The 
president issued his informal invitation at an impromptu press 
conference at which he repeated controversial statements he 
made last week that the Soviet Union had a dear nuclear sup- 
eriority over the United States. Mr. Reagan said he would address 
the second U.N. special session on disarmament after his trip to 
Western Europe in June. The U.N. meeting is scheduled to take, 
place between June 7 and July 9. Mr. Reagan touched on a 
number of international issues, including the British-Argentine 
confrontation over the Falkland Islands, during Monday’s session 
with reporters. 
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Syrian army conducts 
large-scale manoeuvres 

DAMASCUS (A.P.) — The Syr- 
ian army and air force conducted 
large-scale war exercises Monday 
designed to bolster the combat 
readiness of Syria's armed forces, 
the official Syrian news agency, 
SANA, reported. It said the man- 
oeuvres, which involved the lan- 
ding of airborne troops and pen- 
etrating mock enemy defences, 
were ordered by Syrian President 
Hafez Al Assad and commanded 
by Maj. Gen. Ali Aslan, deputy 
chief of the armed forces. SANA 
quoted Gem. Aslan as saying the 
aim of the manoeuvres was to “k- 
eep up the capacities of the Syrian 
armed forces” and ’’face the cha- 
llenges facing the Arab Nation.” 
Syrian troops staged joint military 
exercises with Soviet naval troops 
last July. This was the first official 
announcement - of military exe- 
rcises held in Syria since then.- 

Cairo arrests 140 
alleged extremists 

CAIRO (R) — Police have arr- 
ested 1 40 alleged members of two 
new clandestine groups of Muslim 
extremists, a spokesman for the 
Egyptian interior ministry said 
Monday. He said the extremists, 
members of two new underground 
groups, were arrested last week 
for trying to impose Muslim rel- 
igious law by force and inciting the 
people against the government. 
The groups were “Hizbullah” 
(God's Party) and “Al Qot- 
_ biyoun," named after a Muslim 
Brotherhood leader who was exe- 
cuted in 1966. Cairo's semi- 
official newspapers said last 
month that some 1,000 people 
had been arrested on charges of 
belonging to what it called a secret 
terrorist group, “Al Jihad Al 
JadkF’ (New Holy War). There 
was no official confirmation of the 
report ■ 

Ir anians release 
360 prisoners 

BEIRUT (A.P.) — Iran’s regime 
has released 360 prisoners, as part 
of a wide ranging amnesty ordered 
by Ayatollah Rubollah Khomeini, 
official Iranian media reported 
Monday. It was not clear whether 
any of the released were political 
prisoners. Tehran Radio said 188 
prisoners were freed in the central 
Iranian town of Kerman Sunday 
night, adding this was the first 
batch of prisoners released in this 
town. The official Iranian news 
agency IRNA said the country's 
revolutionary courts released ano- 
ther 172 prisoners in the nor- 
thwestern town of Urumieh. Ano- 
ther 145 prisoners from the same 
town were freed earlier, IRNA 
said. 

Iraqi troops destroy 
Iranian carrier 

BEIRUT (R) — Iraqi troops hit 
an Iranian armoured personnel 
carrier near the border town of 
Bostan in Iran’s Khuzestan pro- 
vince and killed eveiyone in it, the 
official Iraqi News Agency (INA) 
reported from Baghdad Monday. 
Quoting a military communique, 
INA also said one other Iranian 
soldier was killed in the Bostan 
area. It put Iraqi losses for the last 
24 hours at 12 dead. DMA later 
issued a corrected version of the 
communique, adding two more 
Iranian dead in the northern sec- 
tor and one near the oil-refining 

town of Abadan at the head of the 
. Gulf. Iraqi troops also destroyed 
fuel storage tanks in the Abadan 
area, the second version said.

Carrington quits over Falklands 


LONDON (R) — British Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington res- 
igned Monday, accepting res- 
ponsibility for the loss of the Fal- 
kland Islands to Argentina which 
be called a humiliating affront to 
the nation. 

Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher named Francis Pym, a for- 
mer defence minis ter who was the 
Conservative government’s bus- 
iness manager in parliament, to 
replace Lord Carrington. 

At about the same time, a pow- 
erful British navy task force hea- 
ded by two aircraft carriers put to 
sea with orders to fight if nec- 
essary to recapture the remote 
South Atlantic islands, winch Bri- 
tain had held since 1 833. 

Mrs. Thatcher Monday night 
restated her determination to rec- 
apture the Falklands, evoking the 
spirit of Queen Victoria who ruled 
the British Empire at the peak of 
its World power and refused to 
consider the possibility of failure. 
“That is the way we must look at 
iL We must go out calmly, quietly, 
to succeed,” she said. 

With the country at war in all 
but name, the London stock mar- 
ket and the pound sterling fell 
Monday. (See page 5 ) 

Meanwhile, the government 
announced that a large passenger 
ship, P and O Line’s 43,975-ton 
Canberra, bad been requisitioned 
by the navy for use as a troop tra- 
nsport and hospital ship. 

Lord Carrington's resignation 


was the most dramatic gov- 
ernment upheaval over foreign- 
affaire since the 1956 Suez Crisis, 
which ultimately led to the res- 
ignation in 31 health of Prime Min- 
ister Anthony Eden- 

Two foreign office ministers. 
Humphrey Atkins and Richard 
Luce, resigned with Lord Car- 
rington. 

Defence Secretary John Nott 
also submitted his resignation, but 
Mrs. Thatcher told him to stay on 
and direct the armada that sailed 
from Portsmouth Monday. 

Mrs. Thatcher named Trade 
Secretary John Biffen as Lord 
President of the House of Com- 
mons, the formal title of Mr. 
Pym’s former post. 

The resignations were disclosed 
in an official government ann- 
ouncement, three days after Arg- 
entine marines seized control of 
the lightly-defended islands in the 
South Atlantic. 

The prime minis ter accepted 
Lord Carrington's resignation 
with reluctance after trying over 
the weekend to dissuade him from 
his decision. In her reply to Lord 
Carrington, she said the news 
would be received with a heavy 
heart by the cabinet 

Political sources at Westminster 
said the departure of Lord Car- 
rington, the 62-year-old courtly 
peer (See page 8). and his aides 
weakened the Tbatcher gov- 
ernment. 

Mrs. Thatcher, in rejecting Mr. 


Notf s resignation, wrote that she 
understood entirely the hon- 
ourable feelings which led him to 
offer to quit. “But the ministry of 
defence is not the department res- 
ponsible for policy towards the 
Falkland Islands,'' she told him, 
adding: “I wish you to remain at 
your post." 

Crowds gathered at Downing 
Street where, at Number 10— the 
prime minister’s office— a spo- 
kesman for Mrs. Thatcher said she 
was working on the reconstruction 
of the government. 

Armada 

The two carriers, the Invincible 
and Hermes, put to sea Monday 
carrying marines. Harrier jump- 
jets and anti-submarine hel- 
kxrpters to lead the biggest British 
armada assembled since the 1956 
Suez crisis. 

Thousands lining the seawall 
along Portsmouth Harbour roared 
approval and encouragement as 
the 19,500-ton Invincible. Bri- 
tain's most powerful surface war- 
ship, and the older Hermes glided 
out to spearhead a task force of 36 
vessels. 

The two carriers were joined 
out in the main channel bv their 
escort of destroyers before sailing 
to rendezvous with about 20 ships 
from the Mediterranean for the 
7.000-mile voyage to the South 
Atlantic. 


The assault ship Fearless, pac- 
ked with armoured vehicles and 
amphibious craft vital in any sea- 
borne landing to recapture the isl- 
ands. will sail within 24 hovers to 
catch up with the armada. 

Queen Elizabeth's second son. 
22-year-old Prince Andrew, was 
aboard the Invincible. The prince, 
second in line to the British thr- 
one. is one of the pilots of the Sea 
King anti-submarine helicopters. 

Ironically the Invincible, the 
pride of the British navy and its 
most modern carrier, has already 
been 9old to Australia for £175 
million under government def- 
ence cuts. It is supposed to be 
banded over next year. 

Ousted governor reports 

British marines defending the 
Falkland Islands inflicted heavier 
casualties on invading Argentine 
forces than the Argentine gov- 
ernment reported, the ousted Bri- 
tish governor said Monday. 

Rex Hunt, who flew back to Bri- 
tain Monday from Uruguay with 
the marines, told reporters the 
British killed five Argentines, inj- 
ured 17 and destroyed an arm- 
oured personnel carrier with 10 
soldiers inside “who never sur- 
faced.” 

The Argentine government has 
said one naval officer was killed in 
the swift air and sea invasion last 
Friday morning.

talks in Kuwait 

KV VyATT (R) — Iraqi Foreign 
Minister Saadoun Hammadi arr- 
ived in Kuwait Monday for a 
non-aligned conference on the 
Palestinian question which Ali 
Akbar Velayati, foreign minister 
of Iran, will also attend. The two 
ministers are expected to bold 
separate talks with a four-nation 
committee of the Non-Aligned 
Movement which is seeking an 
end to the 18-month-old Iran- 
Iraq war. The committee, set up 
by the Non-Aligned Movement 
last year, is made up of the foreign 
ministers of India, Zambia and 
Cuba and a Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) rep- 
resentative. After separate mee- 
tings with the Iranians and Iraqis, 
the committee will decide whether 
to visit Baghdad and Tehran. 

Jaruzelski 
seeks support 
in Prague 

VIENNA (Agencies) — Poland's 
military ruler, Gen. Wojdech Jar- 
uzelski, arrived in Prague Monday 
for his first official visit since mar- 
tial law was imposed in Poland last 
December, the official Cze- 
choslovak news agency Ceteka 
reported. 

The visit follows earlier trips by 
Gen. Jaruzelski to the Soviet 
Union and East Germany where 
he received full support from the 
two Warsaw Pact allies for his 
martial law policies. 

Ceteka gave no details of the 
topics Gen. Jaruzelski will discuss 
with Czechoslovak President Gus- 
tav Husak. But it is believed their 
talks will concentrate on economic 
problems and requests for inc- 
reased help for the severely- 
stretched Polish economy. 

The Prague government, tog- 
ether with Moscow and East Ber- 
lin, was one of the toughest critics 
of the liberalisation period in Pol- 
and initiated by the independent 
Solidarity trade onion. 

Ceteka did not say how long 
Gen. Jaruzelski would stay in Cze- 
choslovakia. 

Curfew on Poles lifted 

Meanwhile, Poland’s martial 
law authorities Monday officially 
confirmed earlier Roman Catholic 
Church reports of plans to lift the 
11 p.m. to 5 a.m. curfew over Eas- 
ter. 

Polish Television announced 
that the curfew, imposed last Dec. 
13 ax the start of martial law, 
would be suspended Easier night, 
April 11-12 and the day before, 
April 10-11. 


Non-aligned nations to urge 
fresh Mideast peace efforts 


KUWAIT (R) — Non-aligned countries plan to 
cafl on United Nations Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to make a fresh attempt for peace 
in the Middle East, delegates to a conference on 
Palestine said Monday. 

They said a draft communique reiterated earlier 
.non-aligned condemnations of the Egypt- ferae! 
peace treaty and called on the U.N. Security Cou- 
ncil to take measures to guarantee peace and sec- 
urity in the Middle East. 

Senior officials met Monday to prepare for a 
foreign ministers conference Tuesday of the non- 
aligned coordination bureau, which is expected to 
call for sanctions against Israel and increased ass- 
istance to the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO). The PLO is a full member of the Non- 
aligned Movement. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat told a public mee- 
ting here Sunday night that the United States and 
Israel were conspiring to change the political map 
of the Middle East. 

Mr. Arafat, who called for an urgent Arab sum- 
mit meeting, will address the opening session of the 
three-day conference which waning Iran and Iraq 
will both attend. 

A four-member non-aligned peace group is exp- 
ected to meet separately with the Iraqis and Ira- 
nians in a new attempt to end the 18-month-old 
Gulf war. 

The draft called on the ULN. secretary-general to 
initiate contacts with all parties to the Arab- Israeli 
conflict with a view to finding ways of achieving a 
comprehensive and lasting solution, the delegates 
said. 

The draft also called for a meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council to impose mandatory sanctions 
against Israel for endangering international peace 
and security. 

In an interview with Reuters at the United Nat- 
ions last week after three months in office, Mr. 


Perez de Cuellar said he believed the UN. must 
again seek a comprehensive settlement after Israel 
pulls out of Sinai. 

He said he was trying to engage the Security 
Council in a new peace-making effort. 

Linder the Egypt- Israel peace treaty, condemned 
try the Non-aligned Movement as a violation of the 
rights of the Palestinian people, Israel will hand 
back the last section of Sinai by April 26. 

Egypt suspended from the Arab League because 
of the 1979 treaty, but not from the Non-aligned 
Movement despite repeated attempts by hard- 
liners, is attending its first major conference in an 
Arab country since it made peace with Israel. 

Under the draft communique the Kuwait con- 
ference, chaired by Cuba, would deplore that 
NATO forces are to be deployed in the Middle East 
to implement the Camp David accords between 
Egypt and Israel— a reference to the multi-national 
peace-keeping force that will patrol Sinai after Isr- 
ael withdraws. 

The United States is to provide the bulk of the 
10-nation. 2500-strong force that will include con- 
tingents from four other NATO countries— Britain. 
France, Italy and the Netherlands. 

Delegates said the draft, in line with previous 
non-aligned resolutions, condemned U.S. Middle 
East policies and described Israel as a “bridgehead 
of imperialism.” 

Conference officials said delegations from 59 
countries had arrived in Kuwait so far. Among the 
first to arrive was Iranian Foreign Minister Ali 
Akbar Velayati who met Mr. Arafat Sunday night. 

The PLO is a member of the non-aligned com- 
mittee trying to end the Gulf war. The committee 
also includes India, Zambia and Cuba, the current 
chairman of the 96-member Non-aligned Mov- 
ement which is scheduled to bold its next s umm it 
meeting in Baghdad in September. 


Grants interview to NBC 

Hussein in Riyadh 
for high-level talks 


JEDDAH (Agencies) — His 
Majesty King Hussein arrived in 
Riyadh Monday night and imm- 
ediately met King Khaled. the off- 
icial Saudi Press Agency reported. 

They discussed bilateral rel- 
ations and a number of Arab and 
international issues of mutual int- 
erest. the agency said. 

It gave no other details of the 
talks, which were attended by 
Crown Prince Fahd, Second Dep- 
uty Premier and Commander of 
the National Guards Prince Abd- 
ullah fbn Abdul Aziz. Defence 
Minister Prince Sultan Ibn Abdul 
Aziz and Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud A] Faisal. 

According to reports from 
Amman, the Iraq -Iran war was 
among subjects King Hussein , 
was expected to discuss with Saudi 
leaders. The agency made no ref- 
erence to the war, in which both 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia back 
Iraq. 

King Hussein, visited Baghdad 
last week for talks with President 
Saddam Hussein. 

The King will visit Qatar 
Tuesday, according to the official 
Qatar News Agency, quoted by 
Reuter. 

Reporting the King's departure 
from Amman earlier Monday, the 
Jordan News Agency. Perra. said 
his talks with King Khaled and 
other Saudi leaders would centre 
on “developments in the Arab 
region and issues of mutual int- 
erest. in the framework of con- 
sultation and coordination bet- 
ween the two countries.” 

King Hussein is accompanied 
on the visit by Prime Minister 
M iidar Badran, Chief of the Royal 
Court Ahmad Al Lawzl Court 
Minister Amer Khammash and 
Commander-in-Chief of the Jor- 


danian Armed Forces Lt.-Gen. 
Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker. 

King Hussein was seen off at 
Amman Airport by His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Hassan. 
Speaker of the Upper House of 
Parliament Bahjat Al Talhouni. 
President of the National Con- 
sultative Council Ahmad Al Tar- 
awneh, cabinet members and sen- 
ior civilian and military' officials. 

Crown Prince Hassan was 
sworn in before King Hussein in 
the presence of cabinet members 
as Regent during the King's abs- 
ence abroad. 

The Saudi ambassador to Jor- 
dan travelled to Riyadh on the 
same plane. 

A royal decree was issued app- 
ointing Information Minister 
Adnan Abu Odeh as acting prime 
minister during Mr. Badran's abs- 
ence abroad. 


NBC Interview 

King Hussein on 'Wednesday 
granted an interview to NBC Tel- 
evision, which was broadcast live 
via two-way satellite on the Ame- 
rican network's Today s Show. 

Interviewed by anchorman 
Brian G umbel, host of the show, 
and Steve Mallory', normally a 
Europe-based correspondent, 
who flew here specifically for the 
interview, the King underlined the 
Israeli contravention cf int- 
ernational law by its practices in 
the occupied Arab territories. 

King Hussein stressed that Isr- 
ael seems willing to go to any ext- 
ent to estrange the elected mayors 
of the municipal councils in the 
West Bank and to annex the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip. 


Asked about prospect for peace 
in the Middle East, the King said: 
“It is not for Israel to decide ihc 
future of the Palestinians.” who 
should be allowed to practice their 
right to self-determination. Peace, 
the King added, should be based 
on Ll.N. Resolution 242 which the 
U.S. negotiated before it was iss- 
ued. and later accepted. 

His Majesty expressed his hope 
that the U.S! would realise that 
Israel “moves everyday to prevent 
peace” being achieved, and that 
ihe U.S. would grow to see the 
whole picture before long because 
an eruption of violence in this reg- 
ion can cause a lot of damage. 

in answer to a question about 
the U.S.-inspired Camp Da\id 
accords, the King stressed that it 
would be insufficient if Camp 
David only achieved an Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai, in which 
case “we'll have to face the pro- 
blem.” 

The King said that there may 
not be much Jordan can do now to 
prevent the annexation of the 
West Bank, "but we’ll never acc- 
ept it.” Sooner or later, Arab 
rights will be regained, he added. 

When asked about Jordan’s 
support for Iraq in the Gulf war 
the King answered that Jordan is 
not merely supporting President 
Saddam Hussein, but Iraq "to 
defend our freedom and identity.” 

His Majesty pointed out that 
Iran has always had ambitions in 
the region and that it “introduced 
a very dangerous thing... by trying 
to split Sunnis and Shf ites ” Iraq. 
King Hussein added, “had a just 
cause to respond” and that Jordan 
will continue to support it” to the 
best of-our capabilities.”

Shamir threatens to 
‘crush’ Palestinians 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Sbaroir thr- 
eatened Monday that Israel would 
“ use its force to crush the terrorist 
organisations” responsible for 
Saturday's murder of an Israeli 
diplomat in Paris.

The Soviet government rarely 
makes any official comment on 
speculation about Mr. Brezhnev’s 
health. Western press reports 
have said he has been ill on a num- 
ber of occasions in recent years. 

Renewed speculation over Mr. 
Brezhnev’s health began last wee- 
kend after the postponement of a 
planned visit by South Yemeni 
President Ali Nasser Mohammad. 

Reliable sources said the Soviet 
president was admitted to hospital 
late last month after returning to 
Moscow in ill health from an off- 
icial visit to the Central Asian rep- 
ublic of Uzbekistan. 

The sources said at the time 
there were few details of Mr. Bre- • 
zbnev's condition but they bel-’ 
ieved he had made some imp- 
rovement 


BELGRADE (A.P.) — Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko told his Yugoslav cou- 
nterpart Josip Vrhovec Monday 
that Moscow would support non- 
aligned nations in their struggle 
for global economic talks. 

The state-run Tanjug news age- 
ncy said Mr. Gromyko and Mr.

Gromyko told his Yugoslav host 
the Soviet Union was “ready to 
give support” for the so-called 
North-South dialogue.

Meanwhile two more deaths 
were reported in the latest round 
of clashes between Israel and Pal- 
estinian Arabs in the occupied 
West Bank. 

An Israeli border policeman 
died Monday of wounds he rec- 
eived in violent clashes with Pal- 
estinian protesters in the occupied 
West Bank last week, a military 
spokesman said. 

He said 41 -year-old Asar Hal- 
abi, from the. Druze village of 
Yirka, died of stab wounds caused 
by a Palestinian youth in the town 
of Jenin. The demonstrator was 


shot dead by members of Halabfs- 
patrol. 

The body of Aned FaJah Mah- 
moud Mansour. from the West 
Bank village of Qalqflia, was 
found on the main road between 
Nablus and Ramallah early Mon- 
day. military sources said. 

They said he was evidently pre- 
paring a bomb when it exploded in 
his hands. 

Israeli troops have shot dead 
another five Palestinians during 
the latest violence, which broke 
out after Israel dismissed three 
elected Palestinian mayors in the 
West Bank. 

In Damascus, a radical Pal- 
estinian group claimed res- 
ponsibility Monday for a grenade 
attack on an Israeli patrol in the 
occupied Gaza Strip. 

The Popular Front for the Lib- 
eration of Palestine (PFLP) said in 
a statement it had ordered the att- 
ack. 

An Israeli woman soldier and a 
civilian were wounded when the 
grenade exploded near their car in 
the centre of Gaza Town.

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Leading Arab- American says Arabs too 


should tell the U.S. their side of the story

AMMAN — A leading Arab- 
American political activist said 
lie re Sunday that in dealing with 
United States politics. Arab gov- 
ernments never learned that they 
do not gain much from leadcr- 
to-lcadcr encounter, and that they 
have to influence politics on the 
grass roots level. 

In a lecture at the World Affairs 
Council (WAC) Sunday evening, 
former senator and founder and 
Chairman of the Arab-American 
Anti- Discrimination Committee 
(ADC) James Abourezk spoke 
about the image of the Arahs in 
the United States: the Zionist inf- 
ormation campaign and ADC att- 
empts to counter it. 

Mr. Abourezk was introduced 

l\v WAC memberof the board Ali 
Ghandour as "a fair and firm 
man... known in his own country 
and the world at large... and fea- 
red for his integrity and courage." 
Mr. Ghandour asserted that the 
subject of rhe lecture was “topical 
and central" to the future of 
U.S. -Arab relations, and how the 
occasion of the lecture can be tim- 
ely “to arrest the decline in these 
relations." 

Throughout his lecture. Mr. 
Abourezk who is now practising 
law in the U.S.. stressed the tou- 
ghness of the Zionist lobby in the 
U.S. and the need for a counter 
force, such as the ADC. to balance 


it. He saw this toughness during 
the debate on the Saudi AW ACS 
deal where the U.S. president, 
with all his power and resources, 
managed to win against the Zio- 
nist lobby with only a margin ol 
two votes in the U.S. Senate. 

He referred to the fact that in 
the U.S.. monopoly on the flow of 
informations restricted itself to 
the “Israeli prism". He explained 
how in order to make occupation 
of Arab territory look acceptable 
to the average American. Zionist 
propaganda makes the Arab app- 
ear subhuman. “The image of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLOJ has been so smeared in the 
U.S." Mr. Abourezk said, that 
Israel can justify any action to the 
American people by claiming it 
has been taken against that org- 
anisation. He also added that the 
Zionist campaign is aimed at cre- 
ating division between the Arab 
World and the U.S. 

According to Mr. Abourezk, 
this “orchestrated campaign to 
scapegoat Arabs" has been going 
on in the U.S. for the last 50 years. 
“They have established the- 
mselves everywhere." said the 
ADC chairman referring to ail the 
media in the U.S.. including press, 
television and the movies. It is this 
that the Arab governments bave 
to fight, he said, pointing out “that 
it is for the same reason that his 
organisation, the ADC, decided to 
function on a grass roots level." 
He elaborated by saying that “it is 
the constituents that decide" and 


added: “Everything is designed 
for the re-election of the pol- 
iticians." He gave as an example 
two members of Congress from 
Detroit who have to be sensitive to 
Arab-American opinion because 
otherwise they will be defeated. 

The ADC, with a 6,200 mem- 
ber force and which is expected to 
grow to 12,000 by the end of the 
year (the same number as the lea- 
ding Zionist organisation 
A1PAC), has as its priority “put- 
ting an end to the stereotyping of 
Arabs.” The ADC chairman gave 
a number of examples where the 
organisation has been successful 
in aborting some of these att- 
empts. 

Their first campaign was against 
billboards put up by Toyota and 
depicting a very ugly Arab face 
with a caption reading “Buy a 
Toyota; drive an Arab era zy". 
Two weeks after ADC took act- 
ion, the billboards were down. 
Another example was the ADC s 
success in stopping an anti-Arab 
campaign by a cartoonist in the 
Washington Post newspaper. “All 
we had to do was send cartoons 
with the same themes, this time 
used against the Jews in Nazi 
Germany papers," Mr. Abourezk 
said. 

In answering questions at the 
end of his lecture. Mr. Abourezk 
expressed his feeling that Arab 
“moderates” may not last in face 
of the frustrating situation in the 
Arab World. He also pointed out 
that writing letters and sending

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cables from the Arab field tc 
members of Congress “won't help 
much" because every man in Con- 
gress knows the issues. He sum- 
med up the problem by what one 
senator had told him: “It’s bec- 
ause the Jews vote and the Arabs 
don't." The ADC chairman said 
that the Jews function from within 
the community and that the Arabs 
do not form enough of a force 
“from wiihin the castle." 

He pointed out. however, that 
the ADC is teaching people how 
to be active politically and cul- 
turally. “We axe going through a 
political process and teaming to 
pressure the media and the gov- 
ernment." he said. 

To the question of what Arab 
countries can do to help ihe 
less than two-year-old org- 
anisation. the ADC chairman 
made it clear that they cannot acc- 
ept any government money, and 
said: “We would be dead if we 
accepted money from any Arab 
government." But he added that 
rich Arab governments have to do 
something to tell their side of the 
story. “Money talks in the U.S.. 


just like everywhere else.” 

To another question on the 
American commitment to Israel, 
he said: “There is no such thing, 
and that it would stop the minute 
the influence of the Zionist lobby 
stops, because rr is politically exp- 
edient" 

Answering a question on ihe 
American intellectuals' role. Mr. 
Abourezk pointed out that “if you 
disagreed you would be called an 
anti-Semite.” and added: “That's 
bow they keep the liberals quiet.- 
Nobody wants to step up front. 
The same thing is going on in the 
movies. One dissenter is not all- 
owed because or hers will follow." 

In answering another question, 
Mr. Abourezk stressed the imp- 
ortance of inviting U.S. del- 
egations to the Middle East and 
showing them around. “Virtually 
everybody who comes here bec- 
omes a convert, becomes angry 
and becomes active," he said. He 
also encouraged articulate Arabs 
who spoke fluent English to go to 
the U.S. He sees it as a way of 
getting information through to the 
American public.

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Arab Mining Company's (Arrnico's) 
board of directors is currently contacting the governments of 
Algeria, Qatar and Bahrain on the possibility of these countries’ 
joining the company. A1 Ra'i newspaper reported on Monday. 
Each of the countries to become a member would get a share of 
Arrnico’s capital. The company will hold its general meeting on 
June 2 to discuss the company's budget and work programme for 
the year 1983, the paper added. 


Officials due in Chicago on dam plans 


AMMAN (J.T.) — National Planning Council (NPC) President 
Hanna Odeh and Mr. Mohammad ATAJem. the director of dams 
department at the Jordan Valley Authority, will leave for Chicago 
in April, A1 Ra'i newspaper reported on Monday. While in Chi- 
cago, Mr- Odeh and Mr. ‘Alem will discuss and review with 
officials there the designs and technical specifications relating to a 
project to increase the height of KingTalal Dam, the paper added. 


Talhouni sees Chinese envoy 


AMMAN (Petra) — Speaker of the Upper House of Parliament 
Bahjat A1 Talhouni received at his office on Monday morning 
Chinese Ambassador to Jordan Ku J-ftiapo. 


Ancient castle study planned 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Antiquities Department has decided to 
make a survey of the Umayyad Qasr A1 Mushasb in the Jordanian 
desert, to gather archaeological information on the castle in pre- 
paration for repair and maintenance work on it 


Anti-T.B. society board meets 


AMMAN (Petra) — The board of directors of the Jordanian 
anti-tuberculosis society discussed in a meeting held on Sunday 
under the society’s President Zaid AI Rifa’i the society's ach- 
ievements in helping patients and the possibility of improving the 
standards of services provided to them and to their families. The 
Amman-based society gives monthly financial aid to some 249 
tuberculosis patients. 


Jordanian dies in Bahrain 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Foreign Ministry on Monday received a 
cable from the Jordanian embassy in Bahrain, informing it that 
the Jordanian national Subhi Fa I ah Mnawar Al ‘ Umari of Deir 
Yousef had died. The ministry asked his family to report to the 
consular section for this purpose. 


Tourism complaints office set up 


AMMAN (Petra) — A complaints office was set up at the Min- 
istry of Tourism and Antiquities to look into complaints against 
hotels, travel and tourist agencies and restaurants. A panel to 
supervise the office was formed from representatives of the min- 
istry and tourist organisations in the country. It will hold its first 
meeting on Sunday. In another area, the ministry has decided to 
buy three mobile health units to be stationed on the southern 
coast of Aqaba, with the aim of completing the services which the 
ministry has started to provide there, and to protect the marine 
environment and the coast from pollution. The ministry has alr- 
eady set up several service utilities along the coast. 


Big sentence and fine for possession 


AMMAN (Petra) — The military court has sentenced Abdullah 
Musa Mohammad Mahasneh to five years’ imprisonment with 
hard labour and a fine of JD 500 for possessing hashish.

Ibrahim: Jordan’s decision against 


Village Leagues cornered Israelis

AMMAN — Minister of Occ- 
upied Territories Affairs Hassan 
Ibrahim said Sunday that in spo- 
nsoring the West Bank Village 
Leagues. Israel has been trying to 
form “quisling administrative 
bodies which would give the ill- 
usion of being legal and rep- 
resentative ” 

Addressing a seminar at the 
University of Jordan Alumni Club 
Sunday evening to discuss the sit- 
uation in the occupied territories. 
Mr. Ibrahim said that the mass 
uprising there and the Jordanian 
government's decision to bring 
treason charges against the mem- 
bers of these Israeli-sponsored 
leagues have foiled the Israeli 
plan. 

Israel's next step, Mr. Ibrahim 
said, would have been to link the 
leagues with a legislative body dir- 
ectly supervised by the Israeli civ- 
ilian administration as a prelude to 
annexing the. occupied West 
Bank. 

Outlining Jordan's policy tow- 
ards the Village Leagues, the min- 
ister said the Jordanian gov- 
ernment had issued a statement 
denouncing them as early as 
March. 1981. when they were 
being formed. The joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian Committee 
for the Support of Sreadfastnessof 
the Inhabitants in the Occupied 
Territories formed by Jordan and 
the Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation to support Palestinians 
in occupied territories bad issued a 
further statement towards the end 
of 1981. denouncing the leagues 
as an “Israeli instrument” and 
warning West Bank inhabitants to 
steer clear of them, Mr. Ibrahim 
said. 

Israeli efforts to establish the 
Village Leagues had continued 
unabated, however, and the Jor- 
danian government had found it 
necessary to issue a warning for 
members to quit these leagues, 
Mr. Ibrahim explained. He poi- 
nted out that the timing of the Jor- 
danian decision was “Excellent” 
because of prevailing cir- 
cumstances of deep Palestinian 
resenrment in the West Bank tow- 
ards repressive Israeli measures 
against the people and large-scale 
land expropriations. 

When Israel reacted to the Jor- 
danian decision by dismissing the 
elected municipal council of Al 
Bireh, and striking at all nat- 
ionalist West Bank institutions, a 
mass uprising in the occupied ter- 
ritories flared up, he said. Mr. Ibr- 
ahim described the struggle bet- 
ween the elected West Bank mun- 
icipal councils and the Village 
Leagues as “a struggle between 
legitimacy and illegitimacy.” 

1 tie widespread protests in the 
occupied territories and the Jor- 
danian decision against the lea- 
gues “had greatly embarrassed 
Israel.'' Mr. Ibrahim said. He pre- 
dicted that Israel would hesitate 
for some time before taking more 
actions aimed at annexing the 


West Bank.“because world public 
opinion has been aroused by its 
repressive actions against the inh- 
abitants of the occupied territories 
during the uprising, and has been 
responsive to Arab efforts to point 
out Israeli practices.'' 


Financial support 


During the discussion that fol- 
lowed. Mr. Ibrahim pointed out 
that the joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian committee has been 
trying its utmost to offer max- 
imum financial support to the inh- 
abitants of the West Bank to help 
them remain put in their homes in 
spite of Israeli economic and psy- 
chological pressures to force them 
to leave. The joint committee has 
good contacts with National Gui- 
dance Council which was banned 
by the Israelis recently and with 
the West Bank municipal councils, 
said Mr. Ibrahim. Most of the fin- 
ancial support offered by the joint 
committee has been aimed at imp- 
roving public services and had 
been channelled through ihe min- 
icipal councils, he added. The min- 
ister told the seminar that the hou- 
sing sector, particularly in Jer- 
usalem and its suburbs, was also 
being supported through coo- 
perative building societies. JD 9 
million had been spent on sup- 
porting bousing in the Jerusalem 
area, he said “ the joint committee 
has been engaged in supporting 
private sector individual housing 
in the Jerusalem area as well as 
and in spreading its support for the 
housing sectorto other parts of the 
occupied territories,’’ he added. 

The industrial transport and 
agricultural sectors have also been 
receiving financial support thr- 
ough the joint committee, said Mr. 
Ibrahim, and particular attention 
would be paid to the support of 
agriculture in the occupied ter- 
ritories this year. 

Referring to the difficulties 
encountered by the joint com- 
mittee in offering support to the 
inhabitants of the occupied ter- 
ritories, Mr. Ibrahim said that 
Arab funds allocated for such 
support were very meagre and did 
not exceed an annual JD 25 mil- 
lion in all sectors. The Israeli obs- 
tacles to the transfer of the joint 
committee’s funds into the occ- 
upied territories was another pro- 
blem to be surmounted, he poi- 
nted out.

lowing its 1967 occupation of the. 
West Bank to control the land and • 
water resources, Mr. Bakr sail'

uman practises of White Eur-; * 
opean colonisation against the . 
Red Indians of America and the * 
blacks in South Africa." 

Reffering to the present legal ~ 
situation in the West Bank, Mr. 
Bakr pointed out that the Israeli 
military governor was responsible 
for legislation in all fields. “The 
Israelis, however, were creating a- 
smokescreen to hide this fact by 
resorting to military decrees ame- 
nding civilian Jordanian laws ins- 
tead of replacing them by Israeli 
military decrees. This meant that 
Civilian legislation kept the app- 
earance of being Jordanian, while 
their actual content had been rep- 
laced by Israeli occupation laws,” 
Mr. Bakr explained. “Since the 
1967 occupation, the Israeli mil- 
itary authorities had issued about - 
1,000 military legislative ame- 
ndments," he said. 


Legal deception 


Mr Ibrahim Bakr, member of 
the Palestine National Council 
(PNC) and former president of the 
Jordanian Bar Association, then 
presented a study of the legal acts 
of deception to which the state of 
Israel has resorted since its est- 
ablishment in 294S to divest the 
Palestinian population of their 
lands. 

Mr. Bakr stressed that the 
“Zionist presence in Palestine at 
the outset had been organically 
linked with European imperialism 
and later became linked to Ame- 
rican imperialism, as is the case at 


Secretary- General of Arab 
Physician's Union Hassan Khreiss 
then addressed the audience. He 
stressed that the mass uprising in 
the occupied territories rept 
reseated the feelings and con- 
science of the entire Arab Nation.

British government decides 

Mandate pensioners 
to get big increase 
in monthly allowances 

AMMAN (J.T.) — The British government has decided to inc- 
rease the pensions of retired Jordanians and Palestinians whom it 
employed during the British Mandate in Palestine (1918-1948), 
the Jordan Times has learned. 

A Jordanian Finance Ministry spokesman said Monday that the 
ministry had received a memorandum to this effect from the 
British government, including details of the increases which are as 
follows: 

The personal allowance for the pensioner will be JD 13.320 a 
month instead of JD 6.000, an increase of 122 per cent. 

The wives' allowance will go from JD 2.500 to JD 5.550. an 
increase of 122 per cent. 

Child allowances win be unified at a rate of JD 2.000 for each 
child until the fourth child. Previously the allowances were JD 
1.870 for the first child, JD 1.750 for the second child, JD 1 .560 
for the third and JD 1.310 for the fourth child. 

The last increase in allowances given to the British government 
pensioners was in 1979. -Finance Minister Salem Masa'deh has 
■ sent a letter of thanks for-the latest- mitiative to the British gov- 
ernment, the spokesmaxTSdid.

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Greens’ signal red light for SPD

a dilemma worsens 


ISLAMIC Conference President Habib Chair i is right 
when he savs that American policies in the Middle East are 
slowly transforming the Arab-lsraeli conflict linto an 
Arab-American confrontation as well. The explosive nat- 
ure of such a confrontation is self-evident. The many Arab 
states, such as Jordan, for example, that have traditionally 
maintained a good working relationship with the United 
States have always done so on the basis of shared values 
and goals. Many Arab states have acted on the assumption 
that an enlightened and rational American political lea- 
dership would actively work for a balanced and fair res- 
olution to the Arab-lsraeli dispute, whose essential core is 
the Palestinian-Zionist conflict. 

Yet. time has shown that no such thing can be expected 
from the American leadership, and thus many Arab states 
that have had a history of close and genuinely friendly ties 
with the United States have started to wonder how long 
such a situation can prevail. To be a friend of America, for 
an Arab, is to be in bed with the enemy, if not the devil 
himself, in the eyes of a growing majority in the Arab 
World. Such sentiments on a very broad base among the 
Arab masses will inevitably put pressure on Arab leaders to 
distance themselves from the United States. Yet many 
Arab states rely on the Americans for military, food, tec- 
hnical or economic aid. as well as commercial relations, and 
vital equipment such as. for example, spare parts for com- 
mercial aircraft, advanced computers and communications 
equipment. The dilemma is obvious: but so is the fact that 
Arabs will value their honour and self-respect above all 
else should the situation become significantly more com- 
plicated vis-a-vis ties with the United States. An Arab- 
American dialogue is valuable for both sides, but it is 
.violently threatened by American excesses in favour of 
Israeli intemperance. 


BONN — The emergence of West 
Germany's “Greens" political 
party, a brew of idealists and 
anti-establishment figures, is 
menacing the already troubled 
left-liberal coalition in Bonn. 

After only four years in the pol- 
itical Arena the environmentalist, 
anti-nuclear group, simply known 
as Die Gruenen. the Greens, is 
undermining support for the est- 
ablished parties of (he centre and 
left. Their surprising advances in 
recent state and local council ele- 
ctions set alarm bells ringing in the 
offices of Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt's Social Democratic 
Party (SPD) and his Liberal Free 
Democratic (FDP) allies. 

Mr. Schmidt's ruling alliance 
has been strained by infighting 
over economic and nuclear arms 
policy, and for rnonrhs West Ger- 
man commentators have been ask- 
ing how long it can last. 


Holstein, and scored their biggest 
victory to date in Lower Saxony 
last weekend.

Looming threat 


Now a new threat is looming 
from a shift in voting patterns cau- 
sed by the “Greens", who ori- 
ginated as scattered groups fig- 
hting nuclear and industrial pro- 
jects they saw as damaging the 

en\ ironment. 

Unlike their predecessors on 
the West German dissident scene, 
generally scornful of democratic 
process, the “Greens" took their 
cause to the polls. The results, on a 
political scene dominated for dec- 
ades by the SPD. FDP and the 
conservative Christian Democrats 
(CDU). have been little short of 
spectacular. 

The environmentalists' bre- 
akthrough came in October. 1979 
when they gained their first state 
parliament seats, in Bremen, with 
5.1 per cent of the vote. Last 
March they did the same in 
Baden -Wuerttem berg and two 
months later entered the West 
Berlin City Parliament after pul- 
ling in more than seven per cent of 
the vote. The first “Greens" app- 
eared on local councils in Hesse 
following communal elections a 
year ago. A key factor was local 
controversy over plans by the 
SPD- FDP state government for a 
new runway at Frankfurt airport 
and a nuclear re-processing plant 
m the north of the state. The 
“Greens" have since repeated 
that success in _ Schleswig- 


The governing SPD-FDP par- 
ties in Bonn, wkh an eye to three 
more state parliamentary ele- 
ctions this year, fear the pattern 
will continue. SPD chairman Willy 
Brandt is already warning that a 
fourth party on the polirical scene 
can only weaken his party and play 
into the hands of the CDU. "This 
development is a one-sided bur- 
den for the progressive forces in 
our country and favours the policy 
of the conservatives." he said after 
the Lower Saxony poll. The dan- 
ger is acute in Hesse, which is 
ruled by the last surviving left- 
liberal coalition outside Bonn. 
Environmental issues are certain 
to arise again there in state ele- 
ctions in September. The CDU 
reckons that a defeat for the local 
coalition would inevitably spell 
collapse for Mr. Schmidt's alliance 
in Bonn. The “Greens” remain 
unabashed. Their Federal Spo- 
kesman. Lukas Beckmann, said 
the SPD was to blame for the abs- 
olute majority won by the CDU in 
Lower Saxony, “which wc did not 
want". 


laced by conventionally fuelled 
plants. 

The "Greens" are equally opp* 
osed to nuclear weapons, inc- 
luding NATO plans to deploy new- 
medium-range L'.S. missiles in 
Western Europe from the end of 
next year. Whatever cynics think 
of the "Greens", their philosophy 
has srruck a chord among younger 
voters. This was shown by the high 
percentage of votes they polled in 
Lower Saxony's university towns, 
peaking to 1 1.7 per cent in Goe- 
ttingen. Their greatest success, 
typically, was 14. J per cent in the 
area around Gorleben. earmarked 
as a dump for radioactive nuclear 
waste. 

Mr. Beckmann says the “Gre- 
ens” are not interested in working 
with any political panics which do 
not share their views. The SPD 
leadership, apparently worried by 
the impact on traditional working 
class supporters, strongly opposes 
any such cooperation. But on the 
pane's left wing, that stancis now 
being challenged. Three leading 
SPD~ leftists said in an interview 
this week that the SPD could only 
gain a majority in future if it ado- 
pted the themes of the anti- 
nuclear and ecolosv movement. 


Falklands: A repeat of Suez?

LONDON — The Falkland Isl- 
ands dispute has scarred Anglo - 
Argentine relations for 150 years 
and now faces Britain with critical 
decisions it hoped could be avo- 
ided. Argentina’s military junta 
claimed Friday its troops had sei- 
zed control of the windswept, 
sparsely-populated South Atl- 
antic archipelago, creating a new 
crisis in a region racked by ins- 
tability, guerrilla warfare and 
deep social problems. Britain, 
apparently out of radio contact, 
withheld confirmation but app- 
eared to be facing a dilemma in 
how to reassert sovereignty wit- 
hout resorting to open war against 
a country with which it has strong 
historical links. 

Western diplomats in London 
believe the Thatcher Government 
will try to enlist U.S. and int- 
ernational pressure to persuade 
the Argentines to submit the dis- 
pute to further negotiation or ind- 
ependent arbitration. The dip- 
lomats said the situation was pot- 
entially dangerous but there was 
probably stilt room for political 
manoeuvre in efforts to find a pea- 


ceful solution for the islunds' fut- 
ure. They predicted a strong U.S. 
involvement to promote neg- 
otiations between the London and 
Buenos Aires governments. Off- 
icials sakl they were confident the 
Falklands crisis, geographically 
far removed from current pressure 
points in Central America, could 
be contained atui isolated from the 
continent's other tensions. 

Independent military aut- 
horities said it would be k>g- 
etically difficult lor Britain to 
stage a successful military foray 
against Argentina's 185.000- 
strong armed forces. The spr- 
awling 200 Falkland Islands — 
called the Ma'vinas by Argentina 
- are among the last of Britain's 
colonies. Symbolic of its faded 
imperial role, Britain has only 80 
marines there. Politically, it would 
be equally hard fur Britain to 
fight. As a founder member of the 
United Nations, Britain is one of 
the big five powers with per- 
manent seats on the Security Cou- 
ncil the U.N. body empowered to 
maintain world peace. 

Friday night, the security cou- . 
ncii called on both Argentina and 
Britain to refrain from the use of 
force.

Possible off-shore oil 
deposits 


Located about t>50 kilometres 
from Cape Horn, the tip of South 
America, the Falklands have few 
resources and virtually no str- 
ategic value, but there arc unc- 
onfirmed reports of off-shore oil 
deposits that could make them a 
potential prize. 

In 15 years of cm-and-off neg- 
otiations' with Argentina, Britain 
has refused to hand over the Isl- 
ands without the express agr-’ 
eement of their 1.800 staunchly 
pro- British residents, mostly 
sheep tanners. Talks lust year 
ended in stalemate. 


The party’' s idealism is emb- 
odied in a programme which 
makes the environment "an abs- 
olute priority". Mr. Beckmann 
says. He told Reuters the “Gre- 
ens" plan to cut the number of 
jobless by switching from the pre- 
sent system of giant, high- 
productivity concerns to smaller 
enterprises which put the emp- 
hasis on workers rather than tec- 
hnology. Those who say this is 
impossible have not bothered to 
examine the alternatives to a sys- 
tem geared to producing goods 
with built-in absolescence. he 
says. He admits a public shift to 
the "Green" way of thinking will 
take time bui says the media could 
help — for example by radio pro- 
grammes discussing alternatives 
to the present way of life. 

"The "Greens" are totally opp- 
osed to nuclear power. Martin 
Mombaur. spokesman for the 
Lower Saxony "Greens", said 
they want all nuclear projects 
abandoned. Nuclear power sta- 
tions already in operation should 
be shut down, he said, and rep-.

The report, presented to Saudi 
King Khaied during a festive cer- 
emony. boosted a 12 per cent 
growth in non-oil economic sec- 
tors — double the expected growth 
— primarily as a result of a 26 per 
cent increase in governmental 
spending to 236.6 billion riyals 
($69.2 billion). 

Outside of oil-related figures, 
the report referred to the Islamic 
calendar year 1000-1401, which 
ended in Oct. 1981. 

The 26 per cent rise in gov- 
ernment spending during that 
year, the first in the kingdom's 
three-year development plan, was 
one percentage point less than the 
previous year. 

The report gave a boom portrait 
for Saudi Arabia' s efforts to end 
its total economic reliance on oil, 
with 337 new industrial projects 
going on stream in the first year of 
the plan. 

These include a total capital of 
7.6 billion riyals ($2.2 billion) and 
account for 25 per cent of all ind- 
ustrial schemes operating at pre- 
sent in the kingdom. 

The report said the Saudi 
.Arabian Basic Industries Com- 
pany (SABIC) recently concluded 
10 major joint venture schemes 
with foreign companies in the pet- 
rochemical. metallurgical and fer- 
tiliser fields. 

No details were given, but 
SABIC is known to have signed a 
joint venture contract last May 
with Dow Chemicals Saudi Ara- 
bia. a subsidiary of Dow Chemical 
of Midland and Michigan. The 
joint company is undertaking the 
construction of aS900 million pet- 
rochemical complex, one of four 
major complexes planned in Saudi 


Arabia. 

The value added to the private 
sector during the year was 13 per 
cent, and its CTF imports rose by 
21 percent to register 101.6 bfl- 
lion riyals ($29.7 billion), which 
the report said represents a real 
growth rate of 1 1 per cent. 

It said plans are underway to 
expand five major industrial cen- 
tres across the kingdom, with four 
new centres being established in 
Saudi cities "to prevent con- 
centration of industries in a few 
major cities.” 

Total expenditures for the third 
development plan, which runs 
through 1985. are being revised 
upwards from the original est- 
imate of $200 billion, according to 
Finance and Economy Minister 
Sheikh Mohammad Abal Khail. 

He said last month that he for- 
esaw no difficulties in financing 
the plan despite international oil 
glut conditions, largely because of 
Saudi Arabia's accumulated mon- 
etary reserves. No exact figure is 
available on these reserves. 

In addition to industry, the plan 
gives special priority to con- 
struction and infra-structure sch- 
- ernes, agriculture and desalination 
plants — the latter designed to cre- 
ate modem production centres in 
the middle of the largely-desert 
Saudi territory. 

The report said 15 desalination 
plants are already operating in 
eight cities, producing 47 million 
gallons of sweet water daily and its 
annual by-product of 330 meg- 
awatts of electrical power. 

Seven new desalination projects 
are being implemented with seven 
rimes the combined present des- 
alination and hydro-electric cap- 
acity of the 15 existing plants, the 
report said “huge sums” invested 
in agriculture, with government 
incentives, will maintain or inc- 
rease the 5.4 percent annual com- 
pound rise in agricultural pro- 
duction registered during the sec- 
ond development plan. Which had 
total outlays of $142 billion, and 


move Saudi Arabia closer to food 
sufficiency. 

The number of automatic tel- 
ephone and telex lines were being 
nearly tripled to 1.2 million and 
30,000 respectively by the end of 
the plan, which envisages an ann- 
ual economic growth rate of at 
least six per cent, the report said. 

The Saudi Development Fund 
has so far given private sector 
loans of about $2.4 billion, inc- 
luding 580 million in the past year 
alone, the report said. 

Crown Prince Fahd said last 
week that these loans were given 
at very easy terms, with "most 
interest-free and due only after 
prospects start producing and 
making actual profit. 

The plan envisages construction 
of 36 new hospitals, with contracts 
for 21 already signed, and raising 
the number of wharfs from lui to 
124. in addition to work on two 
new airports, one of which will be 
in operation at Riyadh before the 
end of next year, the report said. 

5416 kilometres of highways 
and roads were built during the 
year, bringing the total in Saudi 
Arabia to 5 1 .000 kilometres. 

Two new cement plants will- 
start operating next year, adding a 
million tons each to ihe present 
total capacity of 6.6 million tons, 
with three more plants planned in 
an effort to meet locally a larger 
portion of massive construction 
needs, the report said. 

Electric power production rose 
by 50 per cent during the year to 
&818 megawatts, including the 
330 megawatts produced from 
desalination plants, the report 
said. 

Meanwhile the kingdom came 
closer to achieving a reasonable 
proportion between the number 
of teachers and students, who now 
number 1 .5 million, or slightly less 
than one fifth of the population. 

The average is now one teacher 
per 1 8 students, with a ratio of one 
to eight in higher education, acc- 
ording to the report. 


ILO predicts less 
productivity as 
world population 
grows older 

GENEVA, Switzerland t'A.P.i — 
Production will drop in many cou- 
ntries just after the rum of the cen- 
tury because of accelerating 
growth in the number of aged, the 
International Labour Org- 
anisation (ILO) forecast Monday. 

In a summary for industrialised 
countries, the ILO said that Japan 
would be particularly hard hit by 
2020. when about 20 per cent of its 
population will be 65 or over due to 
low birth rates and growing life 
expectancy, compared to seven per 
cent in 1980. 

The summary cited a study by 
Naohiri Ogawa, which said Japan's 
gross oat tonal product growth — 
now at an annual five per cent — 
could drop to one percent by 2020, 
as the proportion of working peo- 
ple drops. Moreover, the economy 
could experience negative growth, 
if present social insurance benefits 
were substantially improved, the 
study said. 

The survey said other countries 
with a high percentage of aged 
population by 2020 will be Swi- 
tzerland with 21.3 per cent, Swe- 
den with 20.7 per cent. Finland 
with 19.8 per cent. West Germany 
with 19.2 per cent, Britain with 
17.7 percent and France with 17.4 
per cent. 

It said, however, that compared 
to Japan, the proportion of the 
aged would increase more slowly in 
these countries, as their ratio of old 
people to those of working age was 
already higher. 

In the United States, the per- 
centage would grow to 17.7 from 
the present 14.9. said the sum- 
mary. 

It recommended investing in 
automation to help offset the sho- 
rtage of young workers. It also said 
that healthy older workers should 
be encouraged to work beyond the 
pensionable age. 


LONDON (R) — The London 
stock market and the pound ste- 
rling fell Monday as the Falkland 
Islands crisis upset London fin- 
ancial markets, while gold rose in 
nervous trading. 

The resignation of Foreign Sec- 
retary Lord Carrington increased 
the worries in the markets, already 
concerned about the future of the 
British government and the spr- 
eading crisis caused by Ihe dispute 
with Argentina- 

Sterling dropped almost two 
cents to $1.77 in early trading, 
then recovered, but fell again on 
news of the resignation to trade at 
5 1 .7723 by early afternoon. It was 
also slightly weaker against con- 
tinental currencies. 

On the stock exchange, the Fin- 
ancial Times index of leading sha- 
res plunged 14.7 points to 556.3 
and government bonds also fell as 
Prime Minister Margaret Tha- 
tcher s government sent a large 
naval force to the South Atlantic. 

Laurie Milbank. a leading firm 
of bond dealers, told its cus- 
tomers: "The government’s han- 
dling ol the situation has now for- 
ced them into embarking on a pre- 
carious adventure. Thatcher 1 s pos- 
ition depends on the success of 
these moves — and there will be no 
swift answers.” 

Gold's rise reflected both the 
Falklands crisis and a shortage of 
metal on the Zurich market, dea- 
lers said. 

It jumped almost nine dollars to 
338.35 dollars an ounce in early 
trading but was being traded later 
at $337.90. It had closed in New 
York on Friday at S 329.50. 

Foreign exchange dealers were 
divided over whether the Bank of 
England intervened in the market 
to support sterling, but they said 
that buying orders from Eastern 
Europe helped to stop the pound’s 
slide. 

Barclays Bank International 
said in a commentary that ene- 
rgetic intervention could be exp- 


ected if the currency came under 
pressure and that nervous dealers 
were awaiting the react ion of U.S. 
markets. 

Two weeks ago the pound was 
worth SI. 80 and dealers said ste- 
rling's weakness may have given 


Monday. 

The dollar was quoted in Fra- 
nkfurt at 2.4095 West German 
marks compared with 2.3962 in 
New York on Friday, and 1.9515 
Swiss francs as against 1 .9395. . 


Pravda calls on Soviet planners 
to concentrate on small industries 

MOSOCW (R) — The Communist Party daily Pravda Monday cal- 
led on Soviet planners to slop building gigantic factory complexes 
and concentrate on modernising small production centres instead. 

In a commentary on the country’s labour shortage, the newspaper 
said the huge complexes that have been in favour since the 1930s 
generally had chronic overmanning and drew away manpower from 
other important enterprises. 

Pravda also questioned whether it was worthwhile pumping bil- 
lions of roubles (dollars) into the new factory building projects which 
are still springing up all over the country. 

It quoted a state planning expert as saying he had not seen a single 
major industrial building site in a two-week tour of West Germany 
and had discovered that investments were used more efficiently to 
modernise machinery inside existing buildings. 

Enormous factory complexes with batteries of smoking chimneys 
have traditionally been presented as a symbol of wealth and progress 
in the Soviet Union. 

But some Soviet analysts are now criticising the efficiency of the 
enormous combines and also pointing to the damage they often cause 
to the environment. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET 


LONDON (R) — Share prices fell in reaction to the U.K. gov- 
ernment’s handling of its Falklands Islands conflict with Arg- 
entina and the resignation of the British foreign secretary, dealers 
said. 

Selling interest was moderate but the market overreacted ini- 
tially causing losses of up to three points in government bonds 
which were pared to just over two at the close. Equity leaders 
recorded double figure falls. At 1500 the F.T. index was down 
15.2 at 555.8. 

Golds finned with the bullion price and North American stocks 
were quietly mixed. 

Shares with Argentine interests to decline included bat ind- 
ustries down 15p at 413 after 408. Lloyds bank 23p off at 418 
after 416 and Unilever 15p lower at 164p. 

GEC lost 1 / p at 81 7 while falls of 8p and 1 2p were noted in 1CI 
and B.P. respectively but Glaxo rose to 550p in after hours 
following interim results, having closed 8p off at 538p.

Your handicap in doubles 


By Maureen Stalla 


IF YOU recently lost a doubles match, chances 
are it was your Parmer's fault. It's also quite pro- 
bable that he is your friend as well as your part: or 
and you have many more matches together ahead 
of you. So the only solution is to be intellectual 
about it and protect his weaknesses. Whether he 
can't run. can't serve, can't return, can't smash, 
there is a strategy to ameliorate the situation. 

First of all don t frown at him (or her). This will 
intimidate him and make him more vulnerable 
than ever. After deciding to be cheerful at all 
costs, put him on the right side of the court. This 
•way he will not have to hit backhand returns, back 
hand drives, smashes, or play pressure points. 
•When you serve to the deuce court, he wflJ be on 
that left side, of course, but that is only on alt- 
ernate points. If his smash is bad, persuade him to 
get the ball back safely instead of trying to kill it. 

Perhaps your partner is afraid to volley and he 
(or she) refuses to play the net. Part of the time 
you use the one-up, one back formation. You, 

of course are up attacking; he is back retrieving. 
When yoa serve, serve your best and stay back. 
Watch for your chance to make a lightening dash 
to the net. You must run up when your partner 


makes a good shot and back to the baseline whan 
his shot is weak. Know your partner. If the opp- 
onents his weak shots to him. come up — his shot 
will probably be good. If they hit hard to him— nay 
back. Your constant moving win unnerve your 
opponents your elusive, peripatetic mo r — 
may be startling enough to cam some 
errors. . . 

The same strategy may help to compensate 
the uninspired serves of your partner. If yc' 
prove yourself a dangerous poacher; if you 
yourself at every ball, they may fed pressu 
make too good a shot and hit the return out. 
if you miss a few, your chances weren’t too - 
the first place with such a weak sene, and this 
you worry your opponents. And worry, tr* 
way. can be worth thirty points a game. 

Sway back and forth. Never stand in the 
place twice. Crouch, stand straight, bob and ‘ 

You will drive them crazy. 

If your partner had too good of a time the night 
before, he may sot be at his most energetic best. 
Tell him to stand back to receive serve and take his 1 
rime. When his return is good, charge the net and 
put the ball away. When you are serving or rec- 
eiving station him close to the net and for to the 
side (the more tired he is, the closer and the 
farther), the rest of the court is yours to cover.

The Canadian pavilion will outline visually some of 
the country's most challenging energy projects, such as drilling for 
natural gas in the Canadian Arcric and for oil off the Newfoundland 
coast. A Canadian computer programme called Enersave, which 
provides instant information about the most cost-efficient methods 
of conserving energy, will also be on view. And the British exhibition 
will focus on the "post-oil” age, in which fossil fuel recovery and the 
development of synthetic fuels will be symbolised.

East, West urge Britain, 
Argentina to settle crisis 


LONDON (R) — East and West 
bloc countries urged Britain and 
Argentina Monday to settle the 
Falk! an ds crisis peacefully. 

Restraint was urged in several 
capitals as a large British naval 
fleet sailed for the South Atlantic 
islands which Argentina seized 
last Friday. 

New Zealand broke off dip- 
lomatic relations with Argentina's 
military rulers and French Prime 
Minister Pierre Mauroy said Bri- 
tain bad been put in an intolerable 


situation. 

Among Communist countries, 
China said neither side should 
aggravate the dispute and the Sov- 
iet Union's attitude was guardedly 
even-handed. 

Moscow and Peking abstained 
when the U.N. Security Council 
condemned Argentina’s invasion 
of the islands which Britain ruled 
for 1 SO years. 

In Brussels, NATO sources voi- 
ced concern that the sending of the 
British armada might leave a gap 
in the defences of the Western all- 


Strategy pact with U.S. 
still valid, Sharon says 


TEL AVTV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
has said that the memorandum of 
understanding on strategic coo- 
peration with the U.S. is in force 
and will be implemented soon. “1 
won't say whether that means in a 
few weeks or a few months,” Mr. 
Sharon said. 

He added that some parts of the 
memorandum are already being 
implemented - dealing with “sub- 
jects on which we previously were 
unable to make contact with the 
U.S.” 

Mr. Sharon was replying on a 
private member's bill presented at 
the Knesset on Friday, which pro- 
vided that tire memorandum of 


understanding would be sub- 
mitted to the Knesset for rat- 
ification within four weeks of the 
bill's adoption. 

Mr. Sharon said in his reply that 
there was a Supreme Court ruling 
that Knesset ratification was not 
required for international agr- 
eements, and that the mem- 
orandum of understanding came 
under that head. 

Prime Minister Men ache m 
Begin interjected that U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Alexander Haig 
had informed him that the mem- 
orandum of understanding had 
not been suspended. 

The bill was defeated by a tie 
vole of 51-51. 


Ecevit to be tried again 
for criticising generals 


ANKARA (A.P.) — Bulent Ece- 
vit. former premier and leader of 
the defunct Republican Peoples 
Party, goes on trial April 29 on 
charges of defying a military edict 
banning former party leaders from 
making political statements, aut- 
horitative sources reported Mon- 
day. 

The sources, who asked not to 
be named, said Mr. Ecevit" s trial 
will take (dace in a martial law 
court. 

If convicted, Mr. Ecevit could 
be sentenced to a prison term of at 
least seven months, the sources 
said. 

The Bonner premier was rel- 
eased from prison early February 
after serving a two-month term for 
his convinction on similar charges 
— for criticising the government 
decision to close all political par- 
ties in Turkey and to seize their 
assets. 

Mr. Ecevit is accused of vio- 
lating the edict by writing a pol- 
itical commentary for the March 
22 issue of the West German wee- 
kly Der Spiegel and by discussing 


politics in an interview with a 
Dutch television. 

In the article Mr. Ecevit cri- 
ticised the military rulers Cor dis- 
solving the parliament and his 
party which was formed by Kemal 
Ataturfc, the founder of the Tur- 
kish republic 59 years ago. 

In an address Saturday, Gen. 
Kenan Evren, leader of the coup 
and Turkey’s head of state, cou- 
ntered that Mr. Ecevit was att- 
empting to become a hero by 
going to prison. “If some people 
think this way and are eager to go 
to prison, we shall activate the 
necessary procedure without hes- 
itation,” Geo. Evren said. 

Gen. Evren also warned that 
former political leaders, banned 
from activity since the coup, sho- 
uld forget about resuming political 
life in the future to rule the cou- 
ntry again. But he did not say how 
a future ban against these leaders 
would be implemented once Tur- 
key returns to civilian rule latest in 
spring 1984 under a timetable 
announced by Gen. Evren him- 
selL 


iance although none of the war- 
ships involved is assigned to 
NATO. 

New Zealand told the Arg- 
entine ambassador to leave the 
country within seven days and 
Prime Minister Robert Muldoon 
accused Buenos Aires of “an act 
of naked aggression." 

Australia's Acting Foreign Min- 
ister Michael Mack ell ax sum- 
moned the Argentine ambassador 
for a meeting which officials said 
was “short, sharp and forthright." 

Argentina was urged to obey 
the Security Council order to wit- 
hdraw its forces from the Falklands 
and negotiate. 

Mr. Mauroy told French Tel- 
evision: “It is an intolerable sit- 
uation for Britain and it is natural 
that the British government sho- 
uld face up to it in the way it has 
done.” 

Argentine Ambassador Ger- 
ardo Jorge Sc ham is said on the 
same news programme: “We wiU 
see it through to the end. It is not 
an adventure, it is not an agg- 
ression. The Falklands Islands 
belong to Argentina. It has always 
been that way.” 

In Japan, government officials 
said Prime Minister Zenko Suzuki 
told the British ambassador that 
Japan would support Britain pro- 
vided it did not resort to force. 

Hijacked jet 
returns to 
Miami safely 

MIAMI (R) —An American Boe- 
ing 737 with 103 people aboard 
was hijacked to Havana shortly 
after midnight Sunday by three 
men who doused a stewardess 
with petrol, the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA) said. 

The Delta Airlines plane landed 
in Havana an hour after it was hij- 
acked south of Tampa, Florida, on 
a flight from Chicago. 

It returned safely to Miami later 
Monday morning, an FAA spo- 
kesman said in Washington. 

He said the pOot of the plane, 
carrying 96 passengers and a crew 
of seven on a flight from Chicago 
to Miami, had reported the inc- 
ident by radio. 

In Havana, a Cuban official 
would not comment on how many 
hijackers were taken into custody 
when the plane arrived. He said 
the passengers were allowed into 
the airport terminal for ref- 
reshments and to buy souvenirs. 

The FAA spokesman said he 
believed all the passengers and 
crew had returned safely and were 
unharmed. 


Carrington: 

Effortlessly 

successful 

politician 

LONDON(R) — Until Argentine 
troops landed in the Falklands, 
Lord Carrington's political career 
was hallmarked by apparently eff- 
ortless success. 

He achieved a place in history 
when he engineered a Rhodesian 
peace settlement within seven 
months of becoming foreign sec- 
retary in 1979. 

A rich aristocrat, he served 
under every Conservative prime 
minister since Winston Churchill, 
and was among the cabinet col- 
leagues closest to Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher. 

Admirers said Lord Carrington. 
62, was of prime ministerial cal- 
ibre himselt He fended oft such 
ideas saying: “I can imagine no 
more awful job.” 

The remark characterised the 
unambitious image he cultivated 
while rising to the top of the Con- 
servative Party and government. 

The fury of some of his ers- 
twhile supporters is now as pow- 
erful as the adulation in which 
they held him before. 

When Mrs. Thatcher told par- 
liament on Saturday how Arg- 
entina outflanked her gov- 
ernment, Conservative right- 
wingers bayed for Lord Car- 
rington's dismis sal. 

Only three years ago, the for- 
eign secretary was being spoken of 
as a potential Nobel Peace Prize 
winner as a result of bringing 
about the creation of Zimbabwe.

Falklanders display anger, despair,

TEL AVTV (Agencies) — The 
average Israeli is of two minds 
whether to trust Egyptian Pre- 
sident Hosni Mubarak's will for 
peace — but the majority would 
prefer Sinai not to be returned to 
Egypt This emerges from a poll

Peacock confident of wresting 
party leadership from Fraser 


Mount St. Helens awakes from slumber 


CANBERRA (R) — Former 
Foreign Minister Andrew Pea- 
cock said Monday he was con- 
fident of defeating Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser in Thursday’s 
vote on the leadership of Aus- 
tralia's Ruling Liberal Party. 

Mr. Peacock said he was exp- 
ecting the support of 41 of the SI 
Liberal members of parliament — 
the number of votes needed to 
overthrow Mr. Fraser at Thu- 
rsday's special meeting of the par- 
liamentary' party, which was called 
by the prime minister. 

But Mr. Fraser said in a radio 
interview Mr. Peacock had now- 
here near enough support to win 
the leadership. 


Mr. Peacock's challenge, the 
most dangerous faced by Mr. Fra- 
ser in his six years as prime min- 
ister, follows a disastrous election 
defeat for the Liberals in the sou- 
thern state of Victoria at the wee- 
kend. 

They lost power to the opp- 
osition Labour Party after 27 
years of rule. The defeat was a 
severe setback for Mr. Fraser and 
the Liberals. 

Mr. Peacock, 43, a charismatic 
former foreign and industrial rel- 
ations minister, has been waiting 
in the wings for an opportunity to 
challenge Mr. Fraser since res- 
igning bitterly from the gov- 
ernment a year ago. 


VANCOUVER, Washington 
(A.P.) — Mount St Helens awoke 
unexpectedly from a fortnight’s 
slumbers with two mild eruptions, 
the latter coming in two brief 
“pulses” early Monday, shooting 
. a plume of steam and ash nearly 
6.5 kilometres high, officials said. 

No evacuations were ordered 
-and there were no reports of inj- 
uries. property damage or flo- 
oding. 

“We had a small eruption of 
Mount St Helens at 8:52 pun. 
(0452 GMT) (Sunday)," said a 
spokesman for U.S. Geological 
.Survey (USGS) volcano inf- 
ormation headquarters here. 

Early Monday, the volcano 
erupted again in two pulses four 
minutes apart said A.B. Adams of 
the University of Washington's 
geophysics centre. Although 


Monday’s eruption also was des- 
cribed as mild, Mr. Adams said 
monitoring equipment recorded 
“enormous’.' seismic activity at the 
time, although ft later calmed 
down. 

Geologists considered the rec- 
ent blasts a continuation of an 
eruptive phase that began with 
steam and ash eruptions March 19 
and 20, said another geologist. 

After Sunday night's eruption, 
the National Weather Service iss- 
ued a flash flood watch for a 24- 
kilometre radius around the vol- 


Sunday’s and Monday’s eru- 
ptions shot a cloud of steam and 
ash into the sky, although the ash 
quickly dissipated 
The USGS immediately dis- 
patched a plane to the volcano. 


but the spokesman said thick clo- 
uds made it unlikely scientists 
would see much. 

At its peak, about 9 p.m. 
(05 GMT), the plume reached 
8430 metres above sea level — 
almost 6.5 kilometres — above the 
mountain's 2,506 metre crater 


Heat and volcano debris from 
the March 19 eruption melted - 
snow in the volcano's crater, gen-, 
e rating a mudflow which eve- 
ntually sent a wall of water down 
the Toutle River and prompted 
the temporary evacuations of 
about 60 residents. 

The low-frequency volcanic 
earthquakes which normally pre- 
cede eruptions of St. Helens did 
not begin until early Sunday eve-

Hardliners pose challenge to Botha on racial reform

JOHANNESBURG — The for- 
mation of the new right-wing Con- 
.servatrve Party, of South Africa 
(CPSA) by National Party rebels 
led by Dr. An dries Treumicht 
poses a major test for Prime Min- 
ister P.W. Botha in his cautious 
drive for race reforms, most pol- 
itical commentators agree. 

Former cabinet member Dr. 
Treumicht, often dubbed the 
“high priest of apartheid" (racial 
segregation), launched the new 
party at an enthusiastic rally in 
Pretoria in. March attended by 
more than 5.000 whites, mainly 
Afrikaners. 

The 16 rebel members of par- 
liament ousted from the ruling 
National Party over Mr. Botha's 
concept of some power sharing 
with the republic's coloured 
(mixed race) and Asian pop- 
ulation groups will form the sec- 
ond largest opposition party in the 
House of Assembly. 

But Mr. Botha, who won 131 of 


the 165 elected seats in the gen- 
eral election last April, retains a 
massive overall majority despite 
the biggest split in the hitherto 
monolithic National Party since ft 
came to power in 1948. 

The bigquestion now is whether 
the shedding of his troublesome 
hardline right wing will free Mr. 
Botha’s hands in pressing forward 
with reforms or whether he will 
mark time because of fears of fur- 
ther defection to the vociferous 
right. 

Split and reform 

Writing in the liberal Sunday 
Times. Frederik ZyJ Slabbert. 
leader of the Progressive Federal 
Party, the largest opposition 
group, and himself an Afrikaner, 
said: “The split has made genuine 
reform more probable but by no 
means inevitable. The temptation 
to read more into the split than is 
warranted will be great... 

“The Afrikaner establishment 
is turning in on itself and, for the 
time being, the long knives will be 


flashing. It would be a serious 
error of judgement to confuse this 
(Afrikaner) infighting as a str- 
uggle for reform. 

“ It is ostensibly a battle for con- 
trol of a new establishment. And 
this battle is taking place at a time 
when the need for genuine reform 
has never been greater.” 

Dr. Slabbert said he was fairly 
convinced that the government 
would vacillate between trying to 
prevent the shift to the right tom 
spreading and persisting with lim- 
ited constitutional reform based 
on some variation of the 1977 
proposals, which envisaged some 
form of power sharing. 

But the fetal flaw, according to' 
Dr. Slabbert, was the assumption 
that it was possible to work out a 
constitutional arrangement for 
coloureds, Asians and whites sep- 
arate and different tom one for 
blacks — who form 70 per cent of 
the population. 

Dr. Slabbert said a third pos- 
sibility would be for Mr. Botha to 
apply the logic of “in for a penny.

Boycotts disrupt OAU 
conference in Salisbury 


SALISBURY (R) — Nine cou- 
ntries boycotted an Organisation 
of African Unity (OAU) labour 
ministers' conference in Salisbury 
Monday in protest against the pre- 
sence of the Algerian- backed Pol- 
isario Front. 

The delegations- from Mor- 
occo, the Ivory Coast. Senegal, 
Tunisia, Liberia, Mauritius, the 
Central African Republic. Som- 
alia and Zaire— object to the adm- 
ission to the OAU of the Polisario 
Front's self-declared Saharan 
Democratic Republic (SADR). 

Senegalese Labour Minister 
Alio une Diagne told reporters the 
Salisbury conference, a meeting of 
the OALTs labour commission, 
was invalid because the necessary 
two-thirds of the organisation's 5 1 
member nations were not present. 

Only 29 delegations heard 
Zimbabwe Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe open the conference on 
labour and related social matters 
with an appeal for unity. 

“We cannot, given the urgency 
of the issues at stake, afford the 
luxury of division and bickeringon 
matters that are not intrinsically 
germane to this session of the lab- 
our commission,'' he said. 

Morocco led a 19-nation wal- 
kout at an OAU meeting in Addis 
Ababa in February when 
Secretary-General Edetn Kodjo 
admitted the SADR as the org- 


anisation's 51st member, after 26 
African states had granted ft dip- 
lomatic recognition. 

The Polisario Front has been 
fighting Morocco since 1975 for 
control of the former Spanish ter- 
ritory of the Western Sahara. 

After the opening session, the 
ministerial meeting was adj- 
ourned while a team of experts put 
the finishing touches to a report 
drafted during preliminary tec- 
hnical meetings last week. 

The nine dissenting countries 
boycotted the earlier sessions. 
They said they would send a mes- 
sage to OAU Chairman Daniel 
.arap Mot. the Kenyan president, 
asking him to suspend the con- 
ference. 

“It is a feet that there much 
fewer than the required 34 mem- 
ber states present. We stand for 
legality and are quite firm about 
the rules being respected.” Mr. 
Diagne told reporters. 

The Salisbury conference is the 
third OAU ministerial meeting, 
including that in Addis Ababa, to 
be marred by the dispute over the 
SADR. 

A meeting of information min- 
isters was adjourned in the Sen- 
egalese capital of Dakar last 
month when 13 countries, led by- 
Algeria, walked out in protest at 
Senegal's refusal to allow Pol- 
isario delegates to attend. 


Thai extravaganza marks 
bicentennial of Bangkok 


BANGKOK (R) — Thailand's 
Chakri Dynasty glided into its 
third century Monday in a daz- 
zling procession of 51 royal barges 
down the Chao Praya River - the 
“River of Kings.” 

The procession officially lau- 
nched two weeks of festivities 
marking the twin 200th ann- 
iversaries of the Chakri Dynasty, 
of which King Bhumibol Adu- 
lyadej is the ninth ruler, and of the 
founding of Bangkok as the nat- 
ional capital. 

Tens of thousands of cheering 
Thais lined the river banks as King 
Bhumibol, Queen Sirikit and 
other members of the royal family 
were rowed down the river in gil- 
ded swan-necked barges. 

But one of the best viewing sites 


for the 3.5 kilometre procession, a. 
major bridge under which the bar- 
ges passed, was closed to spe- 
ctators in deference to the Thai 
custom that no one should be 
above the monarch. 

More than 2,000 navy oarsmen, 
specially trained during the past 
two months and wearing vivid tra- 
ditional costumes, rowed the bar- 
ges. 

After leaving the vessels near 
the grand palace, the royal family 
presided over a ceremony pro- 
claiming King Rama I, the fou- 
nder of the dynasty, as “King 
Rama the Great” 

The spectacle, which cost about 
$500,000 according to bic- 
entennial officials, will be rep- 
eated next Monday although wit- 
hout the royal famil y. 
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pla” which accompanied its cre- 
ation might give an impression 
both inside and outside South Afr-
